A Mob Attacks the Militia 


and Police. 


STREETS LIKE A BATTLEFIELD 


It in Ifaared an Attack 
Will be 


Made on the Town of 


Pullman. 


CHICAGO, July 7.—The strikers and 


the state of Illinois came together this 
utter noon and a pitched battle was the 
result. The nuuiberof killed and wound- 
ed may never he known, aa the mob 
carried off a number of men who were 
seen to fall, and whether' they were 
dead or wounded, or how many of them 


-fell; it is impossible at this time to as- 


certain. An far as known the casualties 
were as follows: 


'Uead—John Burke, striker, killed by 


bayonet thrust through the abdomen. 


Wouiided — Lieutenant Reed, com- 


pany C, Second infantry. 


Thomas Jackman, shot in buck, will 


die.John KernherR, stabbed with bayo- 
net, will die. 


Unknown man, shot through liver, 


will die. 


Unknown boy, 17 years old, shot 


through nbdorueu, will die. 


TonyGaiowski, shot In rijihl arm. 
Henry Williams, shot in left arm. 
John Korr, shot in hip. 
Unknown woman, shot in right hip. 
Joseph 
Rhineberg, three 
bayonet 


wounds, may die.

Unknown boy, shot in loft leg. 
The light occurred at the intersection 


of Forty-ninth street and the Grand 
Trunk tracks, a territory which has al- 
ways hod an evil name. Serious trouble 
was expected here early this morning. 
Before 0 o'clock in tho morning a mob 
hud gathered and made threats of burn- 
ing tlie Grand Trunk round house. Aid 
was asked from tho authorities and 
company G, Second infantry, siity- 
eight strong, commanded by Oaptaiii I. 
Muhcr was hurried to ttie spot. The 
militia was ro-inforced by a number of 
deputies and tho mob was pressed back 
from tho roundhouse. The mob gath- 
ered again at Fiftieth street and began 
to turn over freight cars and tear up 
Irucke. 
j\ squad of police attacked the mob 


and fievoral shots were fired Oil both 
sides, but no one was injured. Tho 
mob then went back once more to 
Forty-ninth street and while it portion 
of the crowd, winch by this time was 
fully 8000, occupied the militia and 
deputies, iho oLliur ran a freight car 
into tho pit of the turn-table ana nuulc 
the machine useless. A gang of men 
set to work to remove the obstruction, 
while tho mob, which had now grown 
to he very ugly, stood around howling 
and hooting and occashually letting lly 
Ktoncs nt the soldiers. This condition 
<i[ affairs prevailed for two or thrco 
lioure, tho militia behaving with excel- 
lent spirit and showing good discipline-. 
Finally the mob, encouraged by tho 
fact that the troops did not fire, began 
active hostilities. 


A crowd of men pushed a freight car 


from the aiding on the track where the 
train which hud brought the soldiers to 
the scene was standing, with the evi- 
dent intention of blockading the tracks 
BO the militia would have no line of re- 
lrc:it. Oaptflin Maher conferred with 
Superintendent Atwater, und concluded 
it was impracticable to clear the truck, 
and that aa tho mob was growing wilder 
every moment the best thing to do 
WHS to leave tho place before the mob 
proceeded to such extremities aa would 
necessitate his opening lire on thorn. He 
accordingly detailed one-half of his 
company to move the car which blocked 
the track and with the balance held 
back tho crowd, which began to press 
closer and closer as it caw signs of the 
troops making a retreat. Ho drew his 
men back slowly, several times turning 
them to confront tho mob when it came 
loo close. 


Again and again, the mob, shouting, 


howling and using tho vilest language, 
made a rush, but every time Mahcr 
met them steadily with his men, and 
the crowd paused before the threatening 
rides. Finally several toughs on the 
edge of the mob made a ruah at Yard- 
'master MeKco, one of them flourishing 
a revolver. McKce drew his own re- 
volver and fired, but the bullet Hew 
wide. The strikers by this time wore 
fairly wild with rage, and bricks, atones, 
chunks of coal and coupling pins rained 
Around tho troops. Lieutenant Heed 
was struck twice on the head in quick 
succession by stones and fell to the 
ground .like a dead man. Mahcr then 
concluded that the time hud come, and 
wheeling his men, quickly gave the 
wurd to charge, and the handful of 
militiamen sprang forward with leveled 
bayonets. 


John Bttrk, who was standing in front 


of the mob, was throwing coal as fast us 
be could move hia.urm. One of the 
soldiers in the charge plunged his b:iy< 
onet clear thioiigh his body, the point 
coming out at the back. Burk went 
down like a log and died in a few 
minutes. Tho mob broke before the 
charge, but quickly rallied, and after a 
short p'uuse came on again. The troops, 
deputies nnd police waited for no orders, 
but a storm of leaden death swept into 
the mob. Men fell right and left, but 
the militia, deputies and police pressed 
forward, rapidly driving the crowd be- 
fore them in tho wildest confusion. 


II wag nil over in three minutes and 


the militia marched into the train and 
•with tho deputies returned to the city. 
They looked as though they had been 
through ft battle when they disem- 
barked. Their uniforms wore torn, hats 
gone anil they were covered with dual 
and dirt, and many of them bad been 
badly brulaed by flying atones. 


"I believe," said Superintendent At 


water, "that at least a dozen men are 
killed. I saw men strewn all over the 
tracks and they were dead men, too 
The rush was not far away when we 
began to fire and for about three min- 
utes, the militia, deputies and police 
fought like 
devils, flimply pouring 


lead into the crowd. Wo were close 
enough, and tho mob waa bin enougl 


. and I don't think many bullets wen 


wide. There were more killed than we 
will evet know about." 


The injured men whose names are 


given were brought to the city by thr 
police and placed in the hospital. Tin 
report of tho fight occasioned great ox 
citcmcnt at army headquarters, and the 
request of 1'olico Inspector Hunt tha 
several companies of regulars and pat 
ling guns be sent out to the acene nddec 
to the feeling. Tho mob became qtiie 
at evening, however, and the regular! 
and artillery were held at the depot al 
night. 


As the train with the military moved 


off fully 20,000 people crowded around 
the handful of police left behind. From 


ll sides they rushed upon them, hurl- 
ng stones and iron in their mad as- 
sault. Tho Dion, realising their posi- 
ion.drow their revolvers and backed 
ip against each other, prepared for a 
desperute battle. The crowd halted for 


moment, and Officer Kyan, breaking 


rom tho crowd, hurried to a patrol-box 
and called a wagon. Lieutenant Kelle- 
icr and twelve mon responded, but in 
he meantime the crowd had closed 
again on the police, following them with 
a vollev of stones. The work that had 
iceii done by the wrecking party waa 
attacked aa tho police retreated. The 
car was set on fire, tho switch closed 
and broken and the raile torn up. An 
alarm of lire was sent in, and with it a 
econd call for police assistance, to 
which Captain O'Noill and 
thirteen 


men responded. 


The condition of things was extremely 
ritical. Loomis street, the heart of the 
anarchistic settlement, was crowded by 
a howline, shrieking mob. The patrol 
mrsea were urged turough it, and the 
rowd.Buttenly parted. Without flmch- 
ng they clubbed their way through to 
heir fellow officers, and then all start- 
d back againat the crowd. Each otticer 
bought his life in danger and fired as 
apidly as possible directly* into the 
rowd, which wavered and then beat a 
etreat, first replying to the unexpected 
ain of shot with a shower of stones. As 
hey retreated leaving several on the 
ground, the police followed with clubs, 
!howing no mercy. At every atop they 
mocked a man down, and as they ad- 
vanced the crowd showered stones on 
hem like bail. Hushing into nearby 
aloons the mob barricaded the doors 
and made a stand, but were driven out 
hrough the windows and back doors 
ike rats, and clubs descended on their 
leads at every jump.

IOUSCB adjoining were suddenly thrown 
pen and a volley of shot was poured 
nto the police, who returned the lire 
ind the mob finally scattered into a'leys 
nd side streets, ending the pursuit. 
The ground over which the fight had 


iccurrcd was like u battlefield. The 
icn shot by the troops and the police 
ay about like logs. Hats knocked off 
nd coats thrown oil' to lessen their 
vcight in their (light were scattered 
bout; while on Loouiis street crossing, 
where the police ofiiccre had made their 
taud, there were fully 500 large stones 
hat had been thrown by the mob.

A sharp hand to hand 
confl'ct ensued, during which one man 
was severely bayoneted and two others 
wero arrested by tho company of Fif- 
teenth United States infantry who ac- 
companied tho wrecking crew. 


CHICAGO, July 7.—General Miles com- 


municated with President Cleveland to- 
night over the telephone. The presi- 
dent directed him to protect the govern- 
ment buildings in Chicago and enforce 
the inter-state commerce law of the 
United States. The soldiers will not 
Charge on the mobs unices requested by 
the mayor.

LOS ANGELES IILOCKAUB IIAISED 


The Tie-up in Northern California 


More Complete Than 


Ever. 


SAX FJIAXCIBCO, July 7.—The only 


new features of the railroad situation in 
California tonight is the raising of the 
blockade at Los Angeles. 


In Northern California the blockade is 


more complete tonight than it has boon 
at any time since the inception of the 
rouble. Out of Oakland or San Fran- 
;IBCO not a train is running, the riotous 
demonstrations at San Jose having tied 
ip even the coast division of the South* 
irn Pacific, and made it useless for the 
ompany to dispatch trains from this 
ity. The two companies of state rnili- 
ia have made no effort to overawe the 
,rikers at San Jose. 
At Sacramento there has been no 


urther trouble, neither the 
United 


states marshal nor tho state militia 
mviug made any effort since the riots of 
Vedneaday to assist the company in 
moving trains. The Southern 
Pacific 


nanagera have apparently thrown up 
he sponge until some settlement of this 
roubles almll be arrived at in the cast. 
The strikers at Sacramento are as de- 


.crmined as ever. Many of them are 
icavily armed with, Winchesters and 
peuly threaten to resist any efforle to 
lovo trains. The strikers have cstab- 
ished a soup kitchen near the depot, 
'hey arc also soliciting the people of 
acrauienlo lor funds for support of the 
norc needy families. Money and pro- 
'isiona have been eenerously donated. 
An afternoon paper here stated Hint 
he labor organizations of San.Joaeure

and.

not sworn on the previous day that five 
Of the seven signatures he had exam- 
ined on thu previous day were forgeries, 
these being the live, letters in question. 


The witness declined to speak posi- 


tively on that point. Ho could not say 
if the signatures produced were five ol 
the seven handed him on the previous 
dav. 


ftcplyiiiRto air. Snow the witness 


said it was difficult to say because lie 
had seen so many documents in this 
case. 


T. S. Price was called to testify for 


the prosecution. He is the assistant 
cashier of the Fresno Loan and Pavings 
Bank and hag heen connected with it 
for about four and a half years. It ia in 
the nature of his business to examine 
signatures to test their genuineness. lie 
waa acquainted with the signature of 
William Wootton. 


Tlie draft was then shown to tlie wit- 


ness, and lie scrutinized it with great 
deliberateness. "Proceed with the wit- 
ness/' said the court. 


The witness, however, declared that 


he could not form an opinion on such 
brief examination. He would like to 
have time. At iirst glance the signa- 
ture appeared to be a fair imitation of 
that of William Wootton, and on a 
cursory examination he would not like 
to say whether it was spurious or gen- 
uine." He would prefer, if possible, to 
have this signature in his office, so as to 
compare it with the signature of Woot- 
tooh in the olltce book. It was too seri- 
ous a matter to pronounce on after a few 


inutes' examination. 
Mrftl'ricc was allowed more time to 


scrutinize the draft. He compared it 
with the signature on a number of gen- 
uine Wootton checke, and linally said : 
"1 doirt think the signature on the 
draft is Wtotton's signature." 


In answer to Mr. Short, the witness 


said a man writes differently at times, 
and might be affected by his physical 
condition. The matter of which he was 
writing would make 110 difference. 
In 


the present CHHC he wished to say that 
it is one thing to express an opinion 
when nothing is at stake and another 
where there i?. He had been fooled by 
signatures before, and might lie again. 
If Woolton should appear and sav, 
'That is my signature," witness would 
naturally think he was in error. 


In further cross-examination Ihe wit- 


icss said thai before becoming connect- 
ed with the bank he had been city edi- 
tor of a paper at Maryeville, but only 
for a year. Ilefore thai he was a school 
teacher. He had only passed on signa- 
tures as a result of his connection with 
the bank. He hail not made a study of 
handwriting before Unit time. Had 
had a talk willi Mr. MclCi-iiKipnn ttm 
matter of signatures. Did not remem- 
ber that JlcKen/.ie had expressed an 
opinion thai the Bunialun; was not gen- 
uine. Kuichman did not tell tlie wit- 
ness thu signature was not genuine; 
thought lie heard it on thu street a or 
read in the newspapers that licu'lunari 
!iad expressed such opinion. Witness 
would not Ray that it is easier to imi- 
Lale a signature than ordinary ham! 
writing. H would be easier to imitate a 
signaturu than to framu an original let- 
ter on an independent subject, in imita- 
Lion of the handwriting of a person. It 
3 dillicult to imitate another person's 
Handwriting to any extent without fall- 
Ing into error. 


Ily Mr. Short—"In connection with 


Lhls cast- I have examined four signa- 
tures of Wootton. Sometimes he wrote 
better than at others. The signature to 
the checks on the bank of Visalia is 
better than usual, it is free from blurs 
and blots. The fact that these hud 
passed through the bank of Visalia 
would lead him to believe them genuine. 
The fact that the draff produced had 
passed through the luitner-(.ioU a tern 
Company would not similarly impress 
him. The fact that a (signature is 
under suspicion would not necessarily 
affect an opinion, but it would lead to a 
more careful examination." 


U. L. Peeler \VIIH ttm next witness 


called, but there was no response 
The 


court ordered an attachment to issue and 
sternly directed the deputy sheriff to 
bring Mr. Peeler up at once. A. five 
minutes recess was taken, but it was 
twenty minutes before the deputy ap- 
peared with Mr. Peeler. When the 
latter came in the court asked him if he 
had been subpu'nacd, there being a 
doubt on the matter.

obey the laws compelling them to carry 
mails, passengers and freight for the 
government aud people. 


Believe rather this true idea of go1 


eminent, that the legally constituted 
authorities, or rather the voice of the 
people is the supreme law, and that it 
makes no difference whether a man IP a 
millionaire railroad owner or a paupei 
ho must be made, by the government, to 
obey the law and carry out all contracts 
that he made with the people through 
the government, who gave him a spe- 
cial charter to become a common earner 
or any other special privilege.

TODAY'S SERVICES. 


A bunt 500 citizens responded lu tho 


i-id I uf the American It ail way Union fur 
:i masy meeting nt K uiul Mariposa 
streets hist evening, tjtiito a number 
uf Indies in white hovered on the edgea 
of the crowd, which was perfectly or- 
ilurly, and at the siiine time enthtiaiaB- 
tii:. There were no seditions or incen- 
diary speeches; on tlie contrary, all the 
speakers who touched on tho railroad 
situation counselled prudence uml mod- 
eration. 


The American Railway Union men 


marched down Mariposa street to the 
place of meeting in open columns of 
fours, headed by the Park band. 


The meeting was called to order by (.!. 


S. ISrower, editor of a Populist weekly 
paper. He llrst called for three cheers 
for the "red, white and blue," which 
were given with n will, the platform 
being placed immediately below a mast 
fro-n which "old glory" waved a? saucily 
as ever it did in tlio times that tried 
men's souls. Then three oheera were 
given for the band, and yet again three 
cheers for the American Railway Union. 


In opening the proceedings Brower 


BiiiJ the call for this meeting was in- 
tended for those who were in sym- 
pathy with labor in its opposition to the 
combined forces of capital. "The man 
who is not in sympathy with the labor 
movement 
had 
better 
keep 
still 


tonight," said the speaker significantly. 


On motion W. II. llobinson was 


made chairman and G. 9. Brower sec- 
retary Q[ the meeting. The band played 
the "Star Spangled Banner," and the 
chairman made some introductory re- 
marks, in which he compared the pres- 
ent crisis with that of 1860 and 1861. 
He affirmed that the combinations and 
trusts 
have debauched the peoples' 


representative? in the halls of legisla- 
tion, captured tin; ju'ljtep, and arrayed a 
venal press against the laboring men all 
over the country. 


After some remarks from Secretary 


Brower, the following resolutions were 
put and unanimously adopted; 


Whereas, there is a great struggle 


now in progress in which the capitalists 
have combined for the express and 
avowed purpose of destroying labor 
organizritions ami rendering themselves 
supreme dictators in all matters pertain- 
ing to labor or law, and 


Whereas, we believe tho American 


Railway Union demands that the Pull- 
man company submit the questions be- 
ttvecn them and their employes to 
arbitration, are reasonable and fraught 
with justice, and to the welfare of the 
workingmcn and producing classes, and 


Whereas, tlie Southern Pacific Kail- 


way company have taken up tlie light of 
the rullman company and refuse to run 
either mail, express or freight trains, 
thus causing great loss to tlie people of 
this Btatc, and 


Whereas, Attorney General 
Olnoy 


lias rendered his decision in regard to 
carrying United States mails in seem- 
ing compliance to the wishes of the 
railroad company, and against the wel- 
fare of the people, therefore he it 


Resolved, by the people of Fresno in 


this mass meeting assembled, that we 
believe it to be our duty to express our 
opinion and take action concerning this 
endeavor on the pint of monopolists to 
crush out labor orgnni/ationt< and not 
sit i|uietly down and watch tlic battle 
until our friends and fellow laborers 
are crushed. 


Resolved, that we 
extend to the 


American Railway Union and the caiine 
of labor our sympathy and support, and 
that we advise them to act with pru- 
dence, holding themselves from all un- 
wise and unlawful acts. 


Renolvcd, That wo condemn the pol- 


icy of the Southern Paciiic Railroad be- 
can so it has can sod a great loss tu the 
producing interests of the state by arbi- 
trarily refusing to fulfill its duties UH a 
common carrier, leaving the produce to 
become a dead loss, while joining with 
the eastern companies in an effort to 
break down labor organizations. 


Resolved, That we condemn in un- 


measured terms the position taken up 
by Attorney General OIney in his circu- 
lar to the railroad companies, directing 
them to carry mails on trains in the 
tiBual way, thus taking sides with the 
Pullman Company and tho railroads, 
and against the industrial and the pro- 
ducing classes. 


And further, that we call on him to 


call ou the company to run trains with- 
out Pullmans till such times as the dif- 
* ruiccii a hall 1m adjusted. 


Resolved, That we condemn the ac- 


tion of the Fresno Expositor in taking 
the part of the monopolies in its edi- 
torials and otherwise, and against the 
interest of organized labor. 


As soon as the resolutions had been 


read and adopted there were loud cries 
fur liilbert, the Populist nominee for 
congress from this <listrict,and lie was 
introduced by the chairman as "the 
noblest work of God." 
Mr, Gilbert was 


received with cheers. He said in sub- 
stance : 


"We are now living in a most critical 


period of the country's history. More 
deuends on the nest forty-eight hours 
than at any time iu the history of this 
country. We need clear thought, cool 
men, honest leaders and wise counsel. 
"It frequently happens that the dis- 


patchep of the evening contradict the 
dispatches of the morning. The papers 
are not to he depended on. The report- 
ers attend meetings, give their personal 
views, and give them as news. Thu 
present crisis reminds me of 1862 and 
180:>. That struggle was to liberate an- 
other, this one is to liberate ourselves. 


"I demand work for every- man in 


the name of right and the great Je- 
hovah. As long as the A. R. U stands 
for right, all industrial unions will 
stand at their backs. 1 don't believe 
the strikers will do any damage." 


The speaker intimated that it was 


quite likely the companies had burned 
their cars for the purpose of charging 
tho offense against the strikers so us to 
get the sympathy of the people. lie 
urged that there ought to 
be no 


smoothing over in tho case; the cancer 
nust be cut out. Give the government 
.ontrol of the railroads and cut down 
the profits. 


W. H. Onrcton and 15. T). Crowley of 


tho A. it, U. were simultaneously called 
for. 
Crowley asked to be excused but 


Cureton responded in a temperate and 
well timed speech, tlio only sting of 
which was an unflattering allusion to 
the "man" that sits where Washington 
onco sat. 


About this time it began to occur to 


the I'opnlists in thu meeting that tho 
"other fellows" ought to have a say, if 
tho whole affair waa not to be ect down 
RB a cut-aiid-drie.'l Populist gathering, 
with the railroad men as a side show. 
Accordingly calls were made on Frank 
H. Khorf. Fulton G. Berry, W. W. 
Phillips, CJ- G. Oouchcr, W. p. (inuly 
and James Gallagher, hut nonri'of them 
refiponded. Finally W. T. Kliclton, the 
Populist candidate*for auditor, stepped 
to the stand, and at the c.<>nclunion of 
his address the meeting dispersed with 
ihcers.
